And Against These Receipts the 
Government Is to Issue Notes 
to the Extent of 70 Per 
Cent of the Value 
of Cotton.

Washingtor, December 9.—Senator 


McLaurin, of Mississippi, introduced 
bill today designed to relieve the pres- 
ent money stringency and prevent its 
recurrence. It permits persons owning 
any bonds of the United States to de- 
posit them in the treasury and receive 
notes to an amount equalling their par 
value. 

It is provided that until February, 
1909 persons. owning one of more bales 
of cotton may deposit cotton receipts in 
a depository designated by the secretary 
of the treasury and receive treasury 
notes to the extent of 70 per cent of the 
value of the cotton. If not redeemed, 
the cotton shall be sold by the govern- 
ment. The bill also imposes a penalty 
on dealing. “in cotton futures’’ of $100,- 
000 fine or five years imprmonment.

He told the president 
of his conviction that the whole trouble 
could he settled by an issue of green- 
backs, and recalled the fact that civil 
war acts authorizing greenbacks were 
still on the statute books. | 

In discussing his views as recently 
expressed through The Constitution, 
Mr. Watson today said to a number of 
newspaper men that he was totally at 
variance with the financial theories of 
Mr. Bryan. 

He opposes the whole national bank 
system and thinks it would be particular- 
ly dangerous for the government to un- 
dertake to guarantee national bank de- 
posits. He favorg the postal savings 
banks, and pelieves their adoption would 
prove of immense benevt to the _pecnie 
everywhere.

The memory of the policemen of the

sions of the recorder’s court were also 
record-breakers, the morning court last- 
dng from 8:16 until 12:16, while the aft- 
ernoon session extended from 2:16 until 
7:30.

Mrs. Taft, Mrs. George Post Wheeler, 
wife of the second secretary of the 
American embassy at Tokio, and the 
other passengers for the President Grant 
boarded the tender Holland last night 
within the harbor works at Boulogne 
Very heavy seas were running outeide 
and this delayed the departure of the 
tender, but at 1:30 this morning, it be- 
ing supposed that the President Grant 
was inside the breakwater, the Holland 
started out to take the passengers along- 
side. Soon after leaving it wag discov- 
ered that the President Grant had not 
come inside. 

« Caught in Heavy Seas. 

The Holland got caught in the heavy 
seas. A giant wave broke her rudder 
and the small tender drifted heavily in 
the darkness. She was tossed about on 
the waves like @ cork and rolled almost 
on her beams’ ends. There was danger 
of capaizing ‘or belng dashed wpon the 
rocks. The passengers were thrown 
about in every direction. 

Mrs. Taft and Mrs. Wheeler were 
crouching in the captain's cabin when 
some fixtures above them came down 
with a crash. Fortunately ,they were 
not injured. Near the lMght house the 
Holland managed to get a grip with an 
anohor, and this improved the situation. 
Repairs were hurriedly made. The Pres- 
ident Gramt came in at 3 o’clock and 
the passengers from the tender were 
transferred without further incident. 

The experience on board the Holland 
came as the culmination to a day of 
much discomfort and some danger. Mrs. 
Taft and Mrs. Wheeler arrived at Bou- 
logne Sunday at noon. They were met 
at the railroad station by UWhited States 
Consul Milner. In the afternoon the 
ladies went shopping. As they were 
coming out of a store a large glass win- 
dow was broken by the force of the 
wind and crashed down to the sidewalk 
at their feet. Fortunately both of the 
ladies escaped injury.

Over $25,000 was added to the various 
relief funds during the day. 

The fourth day was a repetition of 
its predecessors in the matter of 
pathetic scenes. Hundreds of women 
remained near the mines all day, 
scredming and crying until they almost 
coliatued. 

A pathetic incident of the day oc- 
curred at Mine No. 6. A foreign wom- 
an whose husband had been killed, stood 
near the mine all day with a half dozen 
carnations in her hand. The little floral 
tribute was wrapped with white rib- 
bons. Shortly after noon her husband’s 
body was recovered in such condition 
that burial was necessary at once. She 
followed the wagon to the temporary 
morgue, where it was placed in a box 
and then to the cemetery near by. 

Red Cross to Aid. 

Washington, December 9.—The ma- 
chinery of the Red Cross Society will 
be utilized in collecting contributions 
in aid of the families of the victims of 
the mine horror at Monongah. 

Instructions were sent by telegraph to 
a number of state branches asking that 
announcements be made. through the 
local newspapers to that effect. They 
will also be received by the local or- 
ganization. 

While the immediate needs of the 
families of the mine victims may not 
be pressing, it is pointed out that con- 
siderable suffering is likely to occur 
during the winter months, and for such 
a contingency assistance should be 
available.

A Georgian by birth, and a resident 
of Atlanta, Mr. Harper was widely 
known throughout the state. In the 
the latter ’70s he opened at dollar store 
on Whitehall, between the _ railroad 
tracks and Decatur street, in which 
nothing commanding more than a dollar 
Was offered for sale. It quickly be- 
came known throughout territory adja- 
cent to Atlanta as the ‘dollar store.’ 
From a small place it gradually grew, 
until the stock on hand crowded a spa- 
cious room, 

Of a mechanical turn of mind, Mr. 


Harper gave his attention to electrical 
matters, and even before the incan-. 
descent light had been fully developed 
he was making attractive displays in* 
his windows by which he attracted at- 
tention. In those days Atlanta's street 
illumination wag by gas, with probably 
a half hundred arc lights in the heart 
of the city. W. J.. Bagley, now tlocated 
in Buffalo with the Western Union sys- 
tem, had charge of the street gas light-. 


fing and as electric lights came on he 


acquainted Mr. Harper withthe location 
of every street light in the city. So it 
was that when the city went from gas 
illumination to electric illumination Mr. 
Harper was made city electrician with- 
out oppositon, Mr. Bagley being proba- 
bly his most zealous supporter. He 
Wag then the best posted man on elec- 
trical matters in the city—probably the 
only one sufficiently posted to under- 
take the task. For years he filled the. 


position, and his work was so satisface 


tory that term after term was given — 
him without opposition. 


Mr. Harper's home was in Covington, 


and before the war his family was Oné 
of. the best known in Newton county. 
Two sisters, Mrs. M. Moss, of Coving- 
ton, and Mrs. L. Cornwell, of Griffin, 
survive him. Five years ago he Was — 
married to Miss Dora ‘A, Morrell, of 
Michigan, who also survives him. 

Two or three years ago Mr. Harper’s 
health began failing.~ For six months 
past Mr. Harper was unable to leave 
home. He was not only widely knéwn 
in the state, but was a confederate vet- 
eran, 2 member of Camp Phil Cook, 
and during his illness was given every 
possible attention. 

The funeral will take place at the 
family home, 48 Formwalt street, this 
afternoon at 2:30 o’clock, the Rev. D.

Johnson Is Indicted. 
Andrew Johnson, Known in the under 
world as ‘‘Black Sport,’’ the negro who 
shot to death Officer Manier, of the 
Atlar®a police force, Friday afternoon 
on Piiers street, was indicted for mur- 
der at a special session of the grand 
jury yesterday morning, called for the 
of investigating the charges. 
The trial will be called this: morning 
in the superior court, with Judge W, 
R. Hammond and J. C. Chapman, coun- 
sel for the defense. and Solicitor Hill 
representing the state. Johnson was 
brought before Judge Roan early yes- 
terday afternoon that he might make 
his arrangements for defense. Then he 
stated that he was penniless and could 
not provide for attorneys. The court 
appointed the two barristers named. 
Everything Ready for Trial. 

All the witnesses for the case were 
summoned and everything !s in readi- 
ness for the hearing. It Is expected 
that the case will be brought to an 
end before nightfall, and Johnson will] 
probably know his fate by that time. 

The machinery of the law has moved 
with unusual ceélerity in this instance. 
The crime was committed on Friday. 
Monday the true bill was returned. and 
today the hearing will begin, to be fin- 
ished during the day in all probability. 

Indications potnt to a verdict of 
guilty for the slayer of the policemag, 
and in that event he will be sentenced 
to hang, it appears, as early after the 
trial as the law permits.

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HORSE'S BACK 
‘USED AS SHIELD 


In Duel, But Animal Left Men 
Face to Face, 


ONE KILLED IN SHOOTING

Pennington Was Fired On by Mer- 
cer, the Former Shooting Over 
Back of Horse—The Animal 
Ran Away and Penning- 
ton Shot Mercer 
to Death. 


Valdosta, Ga., December 9.—(Special.) 
A desperate pistol duel occurred at a 
turpentine camp near Howell, in Echols 
county, yesterday, in which E. J. Mer- 
cer, a well-known citizen, was instantly 
killed by W. W. Pennington; a promi- 
nent young man, 

According to the information received 
here Pennington was on his way to 
call on a young lady in the neighbor- 
hood when he met Mercer, his two 
sons and another young man at the 
turpentine camp. Mercer is said to 
have caught hold of tthe horse’s head 
which Pennington drove, and as the lat- 
ter jumped from the buggy Mercer drew 
a pistol and fired at him. 

It is said that Mercer’s revolver got 
out of order after he had fired two 
shots without effect, Pennington being 
on the opposite side of the horse, which 
then became frightened and ran away, 
leaving the men face to face. Pen- 
nington fired four shots, one hitting 
Mercer in tne breast, and the other in 
left eye. 

Mercer was a man about sixty years 
old, and Pennington 28, Both of them 
were employees of Hon. T. G. Culbreth, 
& prominent naval stores operator. It 
is said that the killing was the result 
of bad feeling which had existed be- 
tween them for some time. Only one 
word was spoken during the fight, and 
that was not understood by the by- 
standers, Pennington gave himself up.

SODA JERKERS 
TO FORM UNION 


Organization Will Supply Ex- 
perienced Men for Soda 
Fountains. 


If the plans of some 180 soda-water 
dispensers are carried out, a union will 
be formed among them, and a charter 
applied for seme time in either Janu- 
ary or February. The movement, it 
is said, meets with the support of the 
majority of the soda-water men in the 
city. 

If the organization is brought about, 
no Greeks will be allowed to join the 


union, 

Due to the fact that after January 
soda water will be almost an indis- 
pensable luxury, the movement has met 
with great approval by all who have 
heard of it. The union will be organ- 
ized, aside from the benefit to those 
in it, for the benefit of the employees 
and patrons. The way things are man- 
aged now, when a-soda dispenser is 
laid off, quits or gets sick, a green 
hand is put in charge of affairs, caus- 
ing a waste of supplies, and often poor 
service. 

The union proposes to arrange it so 
that whenever a shop loses a man, an- 
other one will be supplied almost im- 
mediately. An experienced man can 
wait on six people at one time, while 
ft Is all a green hand can do to pay 
the proper attention to one customer. 

In speaking of the matter, one of 
the leaders of the movement made the 
following statement: 

“The union will be beneficial both 
to the proprietors of the soda foun- 
tains and their patrons, The situation 
now is this: If a regular hand is laid 
off, becomes sick or gets discharged, 
a kid is put In his place who neither 
knows how to mix drinks nor to prop- 
erly take care of his customers. This 
causes a great deal of confusion. We 
intend to offset this in the union by 
placing competent men in the soda 
fountains of those men who find them- 
selves without a dispenser. We are 
getting fairly good salaries now, and 
do not expect to demand exorbitant 
wages from our employers, but hope 
to adjust the scale in a better way 
than it has been running up to this 
time. The soda dispenser business is 
not so easy as one may think, for, 
while it may look simple when an ex- 
perienced man is behind the counter, it 
gets in an awful bad way when a 
novice tries his hand at it.”

Whoever buys the 
bonds becomes a nationa] creditor, and 
when the bondholder is allowed to is- 
sue one hundred dollars in notes against 
every one hundred dollars of the bonds, 
he is using the nation’s credit to sup- 
port his own notes. The bonds are 
untaxed and the notes pay no tax, for 
while the government collects a nom- 
jinal 1-2 of | per cent tax, it Is well un- 
derstood that the proceeds of this tax 
do not cover the actual expenses of 
maintaining the currency bureau, safe- 
keeping the bonds, engraving the notes 
and supervising the operations of the 
banks, 
He Doubles His Money. 

“Consequently, the national 
enjoys, at the public expense, 
lowing advantages: 

“The one hundred dollars invested in 
bonds bears him interest, and this in- 
terest is paid in advance. Thus he has 
principal and interest working ‘for him 
at the same time. Besides, the one 
hundred dollars issued to him in notes 
brings him compound interest at the 
highest legal rate, if no more. Sup- 
pose he gets 8 per cent; then he earns 
$80 on each thousand dollars of the 
notes which have cost him nothing! 
When the government anticipates 
interest, the national banker has’ three! 
dollars to put out at compound interest 
to every dollar actually invested. 

“Whenitis remembered that he pays 
no tax whatever, and that his invest- 
ment in the bonds is insured by the 
government against all chance and 
change, is easy to realize what a 
vast advantage he enjoys over other 
citizens. 

“The bond, of itself, is a good invest- 
ment, because a capitalist thereby puts 
accumulations where they are guaran- 
teed by the government, and 
they contribute nothing toward the ex- 
penses of town, county, state or na- 
tion.

They have demanded and obtained the 
monopoly of using the nation’s credit in 
their ‘business, and they have used it 
tto vast injury of the nation. 

“In order that they might control the 
supply of money of final redemption, they 
have violateg our constitution, narrowed 
our syttem down to the single gold 
standard oe thus brought matters to 
where they can inflate or contract at 
their own pleasure. 

‘Then can inflate the currency, send 
prices up and eell; they can then cgon- 
tract tthe currency, send prices down and 
buy. 

“This game they have played on the 
Amerian people over and over again, 
As long as ‘the gold standard exists and 
as long as the national banks enjoy the 
monopoly of furnishing the paper money 
currency, there is absolutely no method 
by which the business world can be 
saved from periodical exploitation. 
Calls Elastic Currency “Fiddle. 

Faddle.’’ 

“All this talk about elastic currency 
is the merest fiddle-faddle. You might 
as well talk about an elastic supply of 
blood in the human system Or an 
elastic supply of hair on a dog's back? 
Nature takes care of, such things, and 
the supply and demand work automat- 
ically. Where the human system is 
healthy, the blood circulation bothers 
nobody. It takes care of itself. So 
with the currency system of a nation; 
if it is natural and healthy, the law 
of supply and demand regulates’ the 
movement of money. But where we 
have permitted six thousand national 
bankers to so monkey with the cur- 
rency system that the greater part of 
the supply of real. money is concen- 
trated in a few big cities, then there 
is congestion instead of circulation. 

“Why is it that money woeld not 
come south to move cotton? Because 
the New York banks would not let it 
come. 
east drew nearly all of the money out 
of the western and southern banks to 
New York, where it was loaned at from 
50 to 200 per cent to delirious specu- 
lators. Then when the western and 
southern banks needed their funds for 
their own customers, they were told 
that. they could not get It. 

“The situation is not only appalling, 
but it isbrought about by such sys- 
tematic lawlessness and favoritism as 
no other people but ours would patient- 
ly tolerate. 

Gold Redemption Violates Law. 

“According to our national constitu- 
tion, as interpreted by the supreme 
court of the United States, our financial 
system consists of gold, silver and pa- 
per. The fathers made gold and silver 
equal, upon a fixed ratio. Gold dol- 
lars were never meant to be superior 
to silver dollars. Nor were silver dol- 
lars, or the paper” representatives 
thereof, ever meant to be ‘redeemed’ 
in gold dollars. Such redemption vio- 
lates the highest law of the land. 

“Since the foundation of the govern- 
ment, the issuance of treasury notes 
has been a lawful prerogative which 
our presidents have not hesitated to 
exercise. Paper notes may be issued by 
the government at any time, and in 
any quantity the government thinks 
expedient. 

“Judge Joseph Story was a federalist, 
just as Chief Justice John Marshall 
was, yet Judge Story delivered an 
opinion of the United States supreme 
court (1819) in which they held that 
a note tssued by the government was 
legal tender for any debt for which the 
act of congress made it receivable. 
This principle was affirmed (1884) in 
the case of Juilliard against Greenman. 
Therefore, the government has consti- 
tutional authority to.issue treasury 
notes and to make them legal tender 
for all debts whatsoever. 

“At this time, no act of congress is 
needed, for the reason that the acts of 

862 and 1863 are still in force. These 
give the president the authority to 
issue $450,000,000 in gteenbacks. As 
we now have only $346,68!1,000 of 
greenbacks, Mr. Roosevelt could at 
once issue $1!03,500,000 of real money, 
and thus go far toward the relief of 
the country. 

Grant Increased Geienbibeies. 

“After the panic of 1875 there was 
just such a popular demand for more 
money as there is now; and General 
Grant caused the supply of greenbacks 
to be increased by %26,000,000. Why 
not follow this precedent? 


“Thoughtless writers attempt to 


throw ridicule upon treasury notes 
saying that the country would soon be 
flooded with irredeemable paper. 

“Tn the first place, it is a question 
of whether we are capable of self-gov- 
ernment We give to the government 


These metropolitan banks of the 


vest the government with that tremen- 
dous power of confiscation which goes 
by the name of taxation. We give to 
the government the right to say how 
many millions of our money shall be 
spent in the public service; how any 
of our sons shall be kept In the army; 
how many postoffices shall be estab- 
lished; how many battleships may be 
built; how many special privileges 
shal] be granted to legislative pets. 
“We give the government the right 
to say how many bonds shall be issued 
to the bankers; why should we fear to 
trust our government to regulate the 
amount of treasury notes that Shall 
be issued to the people. In the next 
place, how can any currency be called 
irredeemable when it is made legal 
tender for all the public and private 
transactions of 85,000,000 people? 

“If treasury notes were made 
tender for custom house duties 
internal revenue taxes, just as they al- 
ways were until the famous exception 
clause was put on the greenback, @ 
billion dollars in such notes would 
float at par forever. 


| Calls Our Statesmen Cowardly. 
| “Our statesmen are not ashamed OF 

a congress which votes away nearly a 
billion dollars of the people's treas- 
ure, every time it meets, but they are 
so cowardly in their fear of the na- 
tional banks that they dare not favus 
a system of United States treasury 
notes which would enable the tax pay- 
ers to bear much more easily the tre- 
mendous and ever-increasing load of 
taxation. 

‘“‘Isn’t it amazing that anybody should 
express a fear that a flood of govern- 
ment notes will ruin the country? For 
years and years the country has been 
flooded with bapk paper of Various 
kinds, which has not only caused the 
whole financial system to become rot- 
ten, but which has poured compound 
interest by the hundreds of millions 
into the coffers of these pet banks. 
Yet they have the infinite cheek to 
talk about flooding the country with 
irredeemable paper! 

“At the close of the civil War, pros- 
perous times set in. We were never 
more prosperous. At that time there 
was in circulation more than two bil- 
lions of government paper which Was 
being used as money. Hard times did 
not begin until the national bankers 
began their relentless warfare upon 
this paper money of the government. 

‘Inder the plausible catch-words of 
national honor, honest money, sacred 
obligations, etc., these insatiable mon- 
sters of greed have conducted against 
the wealth-producers of America a 
campaign more ruinous in its conse- 
quences to us than the four dreadf] 
years of the civil war. 

Contraction Causes Panics. 

“Panics are caused by contraction; 
their only cure is expansion. If the 
president will issue $1!00,000,000 of 
greenbacks, these nasty little clearing 
house certificates will disappear, con-

fidence will return and normal condi- 
tions will be restored. But we = wiil 
never have a just and sound system of 
national finance so long as we allow 
the national bankers to run that part 
of the government. 

“If ever these corporations wrest 
from the government the power to make 
such an elastic currency as they are 
clamoring for, the most violent afd 
disastrous fluctuations in price will 
be of constant occurrence, and the en- 
tire business world be in complete 
subjection to the 6,000 national bank- 
ers. Eighty-five million people will be 
periodically skinned by the six thour 
Sand,’’
